An interview with Albert Cole, 
head of the Housing and Home 
Finance agency in “ Washington 
and Mayor Michael L. Belangie 
and City Manager C. L. Lon 
has been scheduled and is expe 
ed to bear “positive results,” in re- 
gard to the release of Stanford 
Village for sale. 


“We anticipate a positive re- 
action in view ef the brief which 
we will present for this com- 
munity,” Mayor Belangie stated 
yesterday. He and Longson are 
to depart tomorrow for the cap- 
itol. 

The interview with Cole, whose 
agency has apparently “frozen” 
sale of Stanford Village in an ef- 
fort to exact “fair market value” 
for the 86-odd acres involved, was 
arranged by Congressman J. Ar- 
thur Younger and the American. 
Municipal association. 

The mayor added that he and 
Longson expect to be in Washing- 
ton for three or four days, at- 
tempting to convince government, 
officials that they should release 
the land for sate at a reasonable 
price, before Stanford Research 
Institute goes through with its 
plan to move to South Palo Alto 
rather than nay a high price for 
land in the Village. 

The institute will be forced to 
move if the government persists 
in its attempts to get about $35,000 
per acre for Village land. 
BACKGROUNS: 

Federal officials apparently re- 
gard this as “fair market value,” 
since this price was said to have 
been paid in adjoining Linfield 
Oaks. 

The city maintains that this 
price is unreasonably high, since 
it was based on scarcity in the case 
of the Linfield Oaks property. 
Further, the city and Menlo Park 
Elementary School District have 
been denied tax revenues and a 
needed school site during the 
years the property has been under 
federal control. 

They add, also, that whatever 
value the property may have is 
due largely to the careful zoning 
restrictions formulated by the 
city.

Tomorrow, once again, voters of this areca are asked to go to! 
the polls and vote to spend more of their money for educational 
facilities. 

We wish we could see an effective alternative to a “Yes” vote. 
We can't. 

Central aim of the $3,200,000 bond issue is construction of 
the new high school at Woodside road and the Alameda de las 
Pulgas. That school is necessary to take care of high school 
students already with us. 

Opponents of the bond issue cite past “extravagances” in con- 
struction of Menlo-Atherton and Carlmont high schols. They 
question the need for some “frills” that do not directly increase 
classroom capacity. 

Some of the objections may be valid. They could be argued 
with sincerity and logic on cither side. 

But the fact is that, with or without some of the items tabbed 
“luxuries”, our high school district is going to need the $3,200,000 
now asked for and will need still more than that within the next 
few years, 

A school will be needed to serve the Ravenswood area. Sur- 
veys have indicated another will be needed for the North Fair 
Oaks region. These needs will have to be faced, and the present 
bond issue will not by any means provide for them. 

The $3,200,000 will build the Woodside school and a $60,000 
administrative unit. Over and above these projects, it is to provide 
$440,000 toward purchase of new sites or toward expansion of 
other facilities. 

If “extravagances” have been committed in the past, they have 
been the result of belief on the part of the trustees-that the district 
wanted the gymnasiums and swimming pools that have been built. 

If the trustees have been in error on these issues, it has been 
because the people have not bothered to attend their public 
meetings and make their true desires known. 

A “No” vote on the present bond issue will not help to clarify 
the situation. 

We urge everyone to study the breakdown on the proposed 
expenditures published elsewhere in this issue. Depending on 
your personal philosophy of education, you may find items you 
would eliminate as “extravagant.” 

But we submit that no one would be able to trim the cost by 
a substantial figure. 

Delaying work on the Woodside school will gain nothing. 

The place to argue for your own ideas of economy is at 
meetings of the trustees, not in the voting booth. A “No” vote 
can be interpreted here only as destructive criticism. It will not 
change the fact that we need the funds. 

A two-thirds majority is necessary to approve the bonds. 

If they fail, what then? We still will need funds for additional 
school facilities. We eventually must pass another bond issue. 
And in the meantime, our high schools will be forced to lower 
standards, to split sessions and succumb to over-crowding. 

Your vote for the bond issue is needed to build the Woodside 
school. By it you will not commit yourself to approve construc- 
tion of any other school on any other specific site. And you will 
not be waiving your right to appear at public meetings of the 
trustees to argue for your own theories of economy.

Bonding 
Is Issue 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 
The eity council has 


$270.000 bond issue on the April 
13 ballot for consideration of the 
voters. 

The proceeds will be used for 
the acquisition of park sites in 
the Belle Haven and Willows 
areas where now there are none 
and to develop these parks to- 
gether with parks on Hillview 
and Gak Knoll school sites, and 
complete the development of 
Nealon and Burgess parks. 

The whole program will cost 
more than $350,000; the difference 
between the bond proceeds and 
this sum will be obtained from 
work performed by city employ- 
ees and current funds over a four- 
year development period. 

Interest and principal require 
ments on the bonds the first year 
would be about $16,750. Our as- 
sessed valuation next year should 
exceed $25,000,000. In terms of 
the tax rate, this should be about 
634 cents per $100. 

“It would not be presenting a 
fair picture to the public if the 
council did not also point out 
that increased maintenance will 
require feur additional park 
employees and a somewhat 
higher city water bill. We have 
estimated this additional ex- 
pense at about $15,000 annually. 

Together, these items would in- 
crease the tax rate by about 13 
cents per $100, or from 73 cents 
to 86 cents. This 86 cents is equiv- 
alent to $1.29 on the old basis of 
assessed valuation, and compares 
a a city tax rate-of $1.26 in 


This city council would, of 
course, follow the traditional pol- 
icy of operating as economically 
as possible, and would hope to re- 
duce the tax rate somewhat below 
this figure. 

The portion of the tax rate due 
to bond interest and redemption 
requirements (7 cents) could be 
expected to drop as assessed val- 
uation increased in future years. 

In this connection it is inter- 
esting to note that our present 
bond issue tax declined from 15 
cents (equivalent to 10 cents. on 
the present basis of assessed 
valuation) in the initial year 
1949-50, to 3 cents currently. 

What does 13 cents on the tax 
rate mean to Menlo Park resi- 
dents?

The report was submitted by 
David Ingram. One of the sugges- 
tions for more adequate coverage 
—that all employees in contact 
with pupils be insured against li- 
ability—-has already been accept- 
ed by the district’s trustees. 

Among other things, the in- 
surance report suggests that 
damage to school property 
caused by vandalism or malici- 
ous mischief be “covéred” 
through an extension of the dis- 
trict’s fire insurance policy; it 
also suggests a “floater” policy 
to cover all musical instru- 
ments of the district. 

Most serious gap in the school 
insurance schedule, according to 
the report, is in the realm of boil- 
er jnsurance. 

“The present policies would not 
cover damage to building or con- 
tents in the event of a boiler ex- 
plosion,” the report explains, “al- 
though bodily injury coverage 
would be covered.” - 

The report also advises cover- 
age “to pay the cost.of labor in 
replacing records lost in any type 
of damage or disappearance” and 
an addition to the dis- 
trict’s “expense insurance” to cov- 
er extra operating expenses that 
would result from being forced 
out of present school buildings 
by fire or perils of extended cov- 
erage.

Means for Starting Garden in Near Future

It is time to order seeds for 
spring gardens, or at least tell 
your nurseryman what you would 
like to have him grow for you. 
I am a great believer in starting 
fa few packages of seeds in flats 
or large shallow pots. 

The beginner will be happier if 
he restricts his enthusiasm to one 
or. two flowers, and he will be 
happiest with his results if the lit- 
tle plants are arranged in masses 
in the garden to make an eye- 
catching display of his handiwork. 

j Since the best effect can be 
had with low flowering annuals, 
known as bedding plants, it is 
wise to start with these.

The most satisfactory of all 
plants is the petunia. 

Such plants will provide a wid- 
er range of flower color with hea- 
vy production ever a longer peri- 
od of time than any other plant. 

The Fl hybrids surpass even 
past performances. Ballerina, Car- 
mencita, Tango and La Paloma 
are a few. The seed is small and 
germinates better whcw planted 
close together in flats. However, 
the young seedlings must be mov- 
ed to more spacious quarters as 
soon as they have two seis of true 
leaves. 
EASY TO GROW 

Easier to grow and best for very 
jlow-growing masses are the alys- 
isums. One of the best is Royal 
| Carpet, with deep purple flowers, 
and now Snoweloth grows much 
the same and has white flowers. 
These seeds maybe sown in the 
ground where they will stay.

Earl L. Hook, a Menlo Park res- 
ident for the past 24 years and 
well known throughout the Pen- 
insula as a bank officer from 1925 
until his retirement to the hard- 
ware business in 1952, was buried 
yesterday following death early 
this week at Sequoia hospital.

During the period in which he 
was assigned to Redwod City, he 
became a member of the Redwood 
City Lions club and the Broadway 
Merchants association, as well as 
the Redwood City Masonic lodge. 

Survivors include his widow, 
Hazel; two sons, William _S. Hook 
of Palo Alto and Earl Stanley 
Hook of Santa Rosa; three grand- 
sons, Geoffrey Stewart and Wil- 
liam Lawrence Hook of Palo Alto 
and Stanley Hook Jr. of Santa 
Rosa. 

Funeral services were conduct- 
ed under the auspices of Redwood 
City lodge 168, F&AM, from the 
Layng and Tinney funeral home 
in that city. Cremation was at Al- 
ta Mesa Memorial park.

The $3,200,000 Sequoia bond issue special 
election on Friday, February 19, is important to 
you. As a taxpayer, you are a partner and sup- 
porter of the biggest enterprise in your District, 
your schools .. . since schools take more than 
50° of every tax dollar you pay. And the High 
Schools are a big factor. 

It is your responsibility to your children, 
yourself and your community to exercise your 
franchise and go to the polls and vote. Here are 
some facts for your consideration in deciding 
how you will vote: 


No informed citizen denies the need for fa- 
cilities for high school students commensurate 
with the growth of the District. But the needed 
expansion must be planned carefully, for econo- 
my as well as good education. Dollars wasted 
don’t help educate students, but they come out 
of the taxpayer’s pocket just the same. 

Where does the District stand financially? 

Yirst, there are already more than $850,000 in 
bonds left over from the $2,250,000 approved by 
the voters May 16, 1952, according to the San 
Mateo County Taxpayers Association. Why can’t 
this be used now to build new classrooms? 

Second, if the new $3,200,000 bend issue is 
passed, the District will be more than $975,000 
over its legal bonding capacity, according to in- 
formation from the controller’s office of San 
Mateo County! Is that good business? To vote 
this extra amount would be like signing every 
taxpayer’s name to a blank check which could 
be filled in and cashed any time and without his 
knowledge! That’s a big blank check. Can you 
afford it? 

What does the District plan to do with the 
$3,200,000 that is asked? No satisfactory explan- 
ation of the use to which the money would be put 
has yet been given to the taxpayers of the District. 

Your District is governed by the Board of 
Trustees of Sequoia Union High School District. 
They make the decisions that spend your money. 
These men are your trustees—in every sense: 

Mr. Reidar Winther, Chairman, of San Carlos 

Dr. Ferrell Moore, of Redwod City 

Mr. Floyd Lowe, of Atherton 

Mr. Ferris Miles, of Redwood City 

Mr. Robert J. Dell’Ergo, of Redwood City 

They are, individually and collectively, fine 
and sincere men. And they do much hard and 
important work in behalf of the District. But in 
the case of this and other bond issues, they do not 
appear to have a sound and realistic proposal. Of 
course, they have a large problem. They sought 
office and were elected to solve a large problem. 

As your trustees, they are accountable to you, 
the taxpayers and parents whose children go to 
high schools in the District. Ask them the an- 
swers to some of these questions. 

To date, only the construction of the fourth 
high school at Woodside-Alameda has been stat- 
ed as definite if the bond issue passes. This is

estimated to cost $2,700,000. Will it be construct- 
ed within the estimate? Or will it be another 
Carlmont, where actual costs exceeded estimates, 
resulting in classroom capacity being reduced in 
the original construction, and more money being 
subsequently asked from the taxpayers in order 
to complete it—and classroom space is vital! 

The Board of Trustees last month decided to 
sell the $850,000 of bonds left over from 1952, 
and recently announced purpose of purchasing 
new high school sites. How many more schools 
are to be built? Where will they be located? 
What will be their student capacity? When will 
they be built? 

Qualified educational authorities have rec- 
ommended that additional classrooms be added 
to exisiting high schools to accommodate more 
students. This, together with the new fourth 
high school scheduled for completion by Sep- 
tember, 1955, could solve the problem until 1958, 
according to growth figures compiled by the 
eminent educational authority, Dr. James D. 
MacConnell of Stanford University in a compre- 
hensive survey and statistical analysis of Sequoia 
District, as well as according to figures projected 
in a similar survey by Harold Wise, municipal 
planning consultant of Menlo Park. Will the new 
high school have a capacity of 1500 or 2,000? 

Building more classroms on exisiting high 
schools would be more economical and would 
enable expansion to take place more rapidly. 

We need more classrooms. Building extra 
high schools beyond the fourth already proposed 
not enly would cost far more heavily than adding 
classrooms to exisiting high schols, but also every 
tract of land for sites is removed from the tax 
rolls, thus adding further to your tax load. 

Planning of a thorough, adequate, clearcut 
and economical expansion program for Sequoia 
Union High Schoi District is the responsibility 
of your Board of Trustees. You are entitled to 
demand from them a sound and realistic pro- 
gram. Possibly if you inquired of your trustees, 
they might answer? 

This $3,200,000 bond issue coming up on 
Friday, February 19, does not guarantee a sound 
program. Therefore, in the opinion of a vast 
number of parents and taxpayers in the District, 
these bonds should be rejected so that a more 
realistic and economy-minded building program 
can be worked out and submitted to the voters 
of the District. 

Even with the purchase of new sites as an- 
nounced by the Board of Trustees on January 
18, there is right today a substantial amount of 
the $850,000 carried over from the 1952 bond 
issue. That would build a lot of urgently needed 
new classrooms at exisiting high schools. Why 
can’t we build them... now! 

It’s your decision . . . vote according to your 
own good judgment .. . but in the interest of 
your children, yourself and your community, 
be sure and vote!
